His an­ 
swer was in Washington before dark 
It was contained in a brief message 
from John L. Rodgers, special agent of 
the United States at Queretaro. say­ 
ing tho head of the de facto govern­ 
ment agreed to the commercial use of 
the line. 
Officials here assumed he would bo 
equally prompt in notifying his oil! 
cera on the border and that General 
Funston might begin shipment. 
Although the army will proceed to 
use 
the railroad on a 
commercial 
basis, 
which is 
construed 
here as 
meaning that all service shall be paid 
for at regular rates, the stale dejiart- 
nient will negotiate further with Cur- 
ran/.a to bring about a more complete 
understanding

The response is regarded as being 
satisfactory in a measure, but it Is not 
sufficiently definite.

Bhort hearing was bound over to the 
grand jury. 
K otabakka had the appearance of 
being the aggrieved party, and kept 
his head at a high angle and his 
eyes to the ceiling as though w atch­ 
ing for a Zeppelin. 
When the man 
he 
knifed

brought before him, it became neces­ 
sary for Deputy Sheriff John D. Gile 
to adjust the prisoner’s 
sights 
by 
turn in g his head down to a place 
n e a re r.earth so that B uttala would 
come within his line of vision.
